Essex Ballroad. The managers of the 
Morris and Eaaax war* Newark mao, 
with Baaak Vender pool at president. 

They Induced Bloomfield and Moot* 
olalr mao to subecrlbe to a fraction less 
than one-balf of the atook, thereby re¬ 
taining control for tbamaelve*. Thera 
was no mortgage on th* property tod 
bo Interest to pay, hut ae the Newark 
clique owned both aide* of the ledger 
th* receipt* wa.e limited so exactly by 
th* exp ease* that oo dividend wan ever 
paid during th* elxteeo yean of their 
management which terminated by th* 
transfer of the road to the D.L.1W. 
B. B. Oo. Their management of the 
road wee th* most mean and niggardly 
ever known lo railroad history. Their 
cart, constructed in shape like fUt bot¬ 
tom boate, ware bought from the used 
up eiock of the Camden and Amboy 
Ballroad. 

One wheeiy locomotive of light ca¬ 
pacity worked tike a shuttle between 
Newark and Montclair, and performed 
the whole traction service of the road. 
Montclair passengers were transferred 
at Newark to and from the through 
trains of the malo line, and their aver¬ 
age time between Montclair and New 
York for several years wee one hour and 
twenty minutes, now accomplished by 
the rival road regularly In forty minutes 
ofteo less. In stormy weather we were 
sometimes delayed several hours be* 
tween Broad Street and Bosevllle by tbe 
Inability of the engine to overcome tbe 
grade. Not until the management had 
pasted out of Newark hands did Mont¬ 
clair people receive even decent treat¬ 
ment on tbe railroad.
